Complainant, Bob F. Holas, alleged that Randy Borow, Congressman for-the 7th District 
of Illinois, received an excessive contribution in the form of loans totaling $3 1,083 from the 
complainant that were never repaid. 

The Citizens for Randy Borow committee responded that it had already been 
administratively terminated by the Commission and the complainant had been reimbursed. 
Specifically, an Order dated September 8,2000, from the United States Bankruptcy Court 
dismissed an adversary complaint against the respondent, which represented the disputed loans. 
Furthermore, as of August 26,2000,’the complainant received a reimbursement in the amount of 
$4,000. . 

This matter is less significant relative to other matters pending before the Commission
